Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yoshida 
et al (6,943,876). 

Regarding claims 1 and 3, Yoshida et al discloses a method and apparatus for 
detecting pattern defects comprises a storage unit (21) or storing inspection data 
regarding an inspection apparatus (figure 1, column 6, lines 38-48) and film parameters 
regarding the film on the inspection subject by associating with each other so as to 



obtain predetermined inspection condition (column 11, lines 28-35 and column 9, lines 
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29-35). Yoshida et al teaches the use of CPU (19), input means (20), storage unit (21), 
display means (22) and output means (23) (column 6, lines 38-48), thus, it is inherent 
that the inspection conditions is automatically setting in the inspection apparatus by 
setting the film parameters of the inspection to be measured to the inspection apparatus 
by an operator when performing measurement. 

Regarding claims 2 and 4, see column 2, lines 16-46 for the use of film 
parameters such as thickness and refractive index.
